When I finally got through and 
straightened up, there were still sev­ 
eral feet of Belgium between me and 
liberty, represented by the six feet 
which separated toe electric banter 
from tho last barbed wire fence, but 
before I went another stop I wart 
down on my knees and thanked God 
for my long series of escapes and es­ 
pecially for this last achievement

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Then I crawled under the barbed 
wire fence and breathed the free air of 
Holland. 
I had no clear Idea just 
where I was and I didn't care mach. 
I was oat of the power of the Germans 
and that was enough. I had walked 
perhaps a hundred yards, when I re­ 
membered the lace I had thrown over 
the barrier, and dangerous ss I real­ 
ized the undertaking to be, I deter­ 
mined to walk back and get I t This 
necessitated my going back onto Bel­ 
gian soil again, but it seemed a shame 
to leave the lace there, and by exer­ 
cising a little care I figured J could 
get It easily enough. 
When I came to the spot at which I 
had made my way under the barbed 
wire, I pat my^ear to the ground and 
listened for the sentry. I heard him 
coming and lay prone on the ground 
Mil he had passed. The fact that he 
might observe the hole ta the ground 
or the ladder occurred to me as I lay 
there, and It seemed like sa age be­ 
fore he filmily marched out of ear­ 
shot. Then I went under the barbed 
wire again, retrieved the lace and once 
again made my way to Dutch terri­ 
tory. 
It does not take long to describe the 
events just referred to, but the Inci­ 
dents themselves consumed several 
boors ta att. To dig the hole must 
have taken me more than two houri 
and I had to stop frequently to hide 
while the sentry passed. Many time* 
indeed, I thought I heard him coming 
and stopped my work and then dis­ 
covered that it was only my Imagina­ 
tion. I certainly suffered enough that 
night to last me a lifetime. With n 
German guard on one side, death from 
electrocuMon on the other, and starva­ 
tion staring me ta the face, my plight 
was anything but a comfortable one, 
It was on the 10th of November, 
1017, when I got through the wire. I 
had made my leap from the train on 
September Oth. Altogether, therefore, 
just seventy-two days had elapsed 
since I escaped from the Huns. lf I 
live to be as old ne Methusaleh, I never 
expect to ttvw through another aev- 
enty-two days so crammed full of fa­ 
d d ist and board

W EBB TEACHERS OF FARMING 
(By the Associated Pres* 
Fayetteville, Ark., July 
20.—A 
plan suggested by the University of 
Arkansas Cor the education of dis­ 
abled soldiers to fit them to teach 
agriculture in high schools, has been 
approved by the Federal Board of 
Vocational Training, according to an­ 
nouncement of the school authorities, 
and the University will make prep­ 
arations at once for training such 
men as are available. It is believed 
other universities will 
adopt 
the 
same plan, since it offers a practical 
way of putting into effect the Smith- 
Hughes law for the assistance of vo­ 
cational education, and at'the same 
time train the injured soldier for new 
usefulness. 
The plan which is to be followed 
by the University of Arkansas was 
drawn up by P. E. B. Mathew, pro­ 
fessor of vocational 
education 
in 
agriculture, who a few years ago at­ 
tained nation-wide recognition as di­ 
rector of project farming at the Fort 
Hays, Kansas, Normal school. Prof­ 
essor Matthew proposes to watch the 
casualty lists for the names of Ark­ 
ansas men who were disabled and un­ 
able to continue in military duties. 
Information as to the education and 
experience of these men will be ob­ 
tained from the war department and 
from the local boards, so that by the 
time the men are sent home the Uni­ 
versity will know whether or not they 
are suited to become teachers 
of 
agriculture. High school education 
or Its equivalent, will be necessary. 
The men will be given a four year 
course at the University. 
Under a federal law, soldiers bo­ 
ing trained for new work continue to 
receive the pay allotted during regu­ 
lar service. By the terms of the 
Smith-Hughes act, high schools re­ 
ceive government aid if they offer 
courses in agriculture, manual train­ 
ing or domestic science, with the 
proper equipment and with instruc­ 
tors properly trained for the work 
of teaching the high school students.
